HOW  TO  MAKE  LAWN.  All  good  gardeners  now  use  seed  for  the  making  of  a good  lawn  in  preference  to  turf 
or  sod.  The  first  essential  is  to  have  the  soil  properly  prepared.  The  best  soil  is  a medium  texture,  neither  very  heavy 
or  excessively  light;  the  surface  should  be  thoroughly  pulverized  and  level;  remove  stones,  etc.  After  a rain,  or  when 
the  soil  is  reasonably  moist,  sow  the  seed  at  the  rate  of  four  bushels  per  acre.  It  is  unwise  to  be  economical  in  the  quan- 
tity of  the  seed  used  if  the  best  results  are  desired.  After  sowing  give  a thorough  rolling  or  pat  well  with  the  back  of 
a spade.  When  the  young  grass  attains  the  height  of  four  or  five  inches,  mow  with  a sharp  scythe.  After  this,  mow 
with  a lawn  mower  once  a week.
